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ESTABLISHING THE TEACHER'S LIBRARY ' 
INTRODUCTION . * ' ^ .

In thousands of classrooms students are not learning what they should 
because tljeir leachofs do not have* ready access to the most recent an4 helpful 
ideas jn their ^aching fields. ' . 

Hurvieds of thousands of American teachers niiss the intellectual excite- 
ment in t|e books, periodicals, and other media which have resulted from the 
revolution in education duringjthe.last fifteen years. / i 

What can be done to solve these prbj^lertis? 
^ One specific and direct solution is to put clos^ at hand to aH teachers the 
richest possible library resources. This means establishing anef operating a Jibrar^; 
for teachers-in every schooAuilding in the nation. 

The following recommendations for establishing a teacher's library are 
^either complete ricy infallible. They are specific bUt not overly prescriptive. It is 
recognized that the diversity of American education requires the exercise* of 
t*h()Ughtful judgment at the local level. What makes sense in Scottsbluff, Nebraska, 
may be Inappropriate in Washington^ D.C. What is needed in large school districts 
may be quite different from what is needed in small town or a Consolidated 
school in a rural area. 

Here is the concept of 'an effective library for teachers. 

• It is a collection of books and materials which may be housed in one or 
several places. ' 

• It }s a, flexible service, no\ a location, or a room, or a building. 

• >vill be most effective if it can be planned and conducted With the 
expert professional assistance of trained school media specialists. 

- • It includes books, periodicals, pamphljcts, films, •filmstrips, cassettes, 
records^^HBes, and otTier media. ' 

• It includes books about history, economics, mathematics, music?, 
anthropology, and other such sul^^ect areas, as well as about method- 
ology, the learning problems of disadvantaged children; currfculum 
planning,'and current issues. 

^ It includes media for the specialist in a field as well as for the teacher 
with only a general background and interest in the same field., 

• It is orgagized and operated^ to stimulate and encourage innovation and 
change in curriculum and teaching. ^ • 

' • ,^It is organized, at two levels: the individual school building and the 
school district. 

A call is issued to teachers, media specialists, local and state teachers' associa- 
tions, learned societies, local and state school boards (and anyone else, who will 
listen) to get busy^nd develop libraries for teachers. This publication will be of 
little Value unless it aids and encourages the de^elopn^^ent and improvement of 
such libraries* We hope that those who pasyvely browse through these pages will 
becomt? activists for the cause. Wc also hope, that this publication will stimulate 
reseai;ch and demonstration projects *on the values of teachers' libraries.

^ If the accumulated learnings of tjie village schoolmaster were a source of 
amazeipent to the rustics in Goldsmith^s Romantic poem, consider how much 
more astonished they wouldJie-at t^e demand? made on the modern teacher. In 
the two centuries that have passed since* this tribute to the teacher was written, 
the world has, for better or worse, become an imm'enseFy more co^mplicated place 
in which to live. Teachers ^an no longe^ im{)ress others with such rudimentary 
skills as the ability to write, cipher, measure, gauge, and argtiet 

The modem pedago^e, perhaps more than anyone else in this frenetic 
society, is expected to beJfe^are of the technical innovations, cultural |:hange, and 
^cial movements we call "progress." And 'this is only half of the story, for these 
repr"tsent merely the demands made on the teacher's gen^r^l knowledge. There is, 
in addition, the proliferation of knowledge in two fields o'f specialization— educa- 
tion and the subjects taught. Keeping abreast of developments in these two fields 
alone is a staggering job, 'but when added, to the^dernands oh a teacher's "general 
knowledge^ it must seem 2jS\ impossibility to the bewildered teacher. ^ - 

-This it may well be, and yet the teacher should ngt give up the struggle nor 
seek t|ie Sanctuary of specialization. Qoctors, lawyers, ^nd other professional 
may by preference or necessity limit their fields^ of study and their areas of 
a^areneVsTbut teachers, since th^r function is a synthesis of knowledge ^nd 
transmissipn of values (which in itself requires the broadest fi^ld of awareness), 
are denied this particular mode af«alv^tion fron» the overburdening task of l^eep* 
ing up. Worse yet is the 'fact that it is not just the pace of progress that con- 
tributes* tx) the burden but -also the fact that the total mass of things to be known 
is groyinfe to phenomenal proportions: Keeping up^ has become at ortce a proce^ 
b{ learning and unlearning. In this situation, inaction is impossible. To stand still 
is to ruri the risk not just of fti&ing out. of date but of being zibsoltitely wrong., It 
mu€t setm to the beleaguered teacher that it js gross injustice to expect his or her 
^*on^ siyall head" to carry all hc^or she is expected to know..'^ . 

Bjit there is hope! The same fertility of the human mind that created the 
problejn can be used to solve* it. There are ways of helping teachers^increase their 
background *of knowledge, * ' ' 

/ dood .schools,riay~-ovcr the nation are operating or developing programs <^f 
coniiiuing education f^r their teachers. These prograrps, where U^oughtfully 
dev.eljbpcd, are a tremendous boon to the teachen* They can be used iS report and 
demonstrate the latest technical develop^ments in the field 6f education generally, 
or tUey can be used tojrelated the latest developments In particular subject matter 
Jrelds. In m^ny cases, by dealing with current social is^es'and cultural changes, 
thev can also be used to improve the teacher's general educational background 
and keep it up to date. Mod^r^colleges and universities are recognizing their 
(/hligation for continuing ^diication by giakjj^ig available* to the teacher an in- 
icifcasing number of courses and other services. ^ . • 



More educational organizations are publishing more and better- articles m 
their periodicals than ever before. These writing can most effectively help the 
teacW to keep abreast of developments, eSpecially thgse so'recent that there has 
Act; been time foryanyor\e to write a book about them. The supply ojf books and 
other graphic materials, is increasing so rapidly as'to stagger, the imagination* In 
fact, Ulis constitutes a problem in itself.^ Deciding v^h^t to read is becoming 
increasingly .serious; one cannot read everything, ftiat fs coming off the presses. 
Reading tijrne must be guarded jealously and spent W|ifely; one cannot afford* to 
waste time s'tumbling through second-ratt materiilf .searching foV what is signifi^pant. 

' All these factors underline^ the necessity for the formation of a carefully 
selected library for teacher$ in each school and each system center. Such a library 
could becorne one^pf the most helpful development^rin the continuing education 
of teachers by # making readily available efficiently organized materials on content 
and methodology, by encouraging teachers in the use of all kinds of materials for 
the enrichment of course content, ar^d the preparation of assignments that provide"* 
for t^e needs of ;^tudents of varying abilities, ai\d by suggesting tb teachers places 
whefe free and inexpensive materials may be~obtained. 

Keeping up with research poses a spepial problem for the practicing profes- 
sional.* A mature profession demands that decision^ in every area possible be based 
on the besi knowledge currently available, and yet research is becoming a field 'of 
narrower and narrower special ties filled with esoteric terms and concepts. As a 
result, ^here is growing,difficulty in^Communica^ion between the researcher and 
the practitioner in every field, including education. ^ , • . 

While sorne structural solutions ^e being attempted in education, e.g.,* the 
regional laboratories, there ij little evidenccryet that the gap between research and 
practice can successfully be closed, 'this is r|ot intended to suggest that the 
dis.tinction between the twt> areas should be'eliminated, for it is clear that bolh 
research and practice are distifflct specialities requiring specializecl training and 
procedures^ ' * ^ " * \ , - 

On the other Hand, neither research nor |)ractice can fixlst In total isolation 
from each other and still retaip its effpctweness. In fact much of educational 
research must be carried on in the field. In educatfon perhaps mor^s than in any^ 
othei: discipline, the field is the laboratory. Tljus, many pracficing teachers are 
significantly involved in research fctivities, und mprc such involvement is needed. 

Nevert^ipl^ss, for m?^ny teacliers, perhaps the majority of them, the problem 
will contihue to beg one of fihding a means of maintaining contact with research 
activities in which they are not directly involved and translating research findings 
into acceptable practice. Professional ^achers have the o'bligation to be aWafe of 
at least the major findings of general educational research and to be informed 
more specifically in'their own particular fields. 

The professional, library^ can help teachers fulfill this obligatioh if it contains 
sources of information on research .and research services. It is important that all 
teachers have access to the items listed herein which are pcfftinent to their special 
^interests and competencies. ^ / 

The uses of the professional library need not be limited to in-4ervice teach* 
crs. The professional library can also^help pjrospcotive teachers extend their learn- 
ing expfriences. Student teachers iaboth large and smatLs^hool districts should 
have access to professional literature and audiovisual media to obtiain a j^ettdr 
understandmg of the vas t a nd expanding contemporary fields of knowledge. Stu- 
dent NEA and FTA chapters could use a professional library to strengthen thc^r 
members^ thoice of a teaching career. Students would find material there? of special 
interest, not available to them in the general library. 

The prfj-^essional library might serve administrators by giving them informa- 
tion on the basic issues and their daily administrative problems^scheduling the 
school program,^man relations in the school, creative Jeachi^, financing of the 
scho6l, student teaching, certification rcquirements,^accreditation policies, re- 
cruitment of sdhool personnel,' place^ient of school personnel, placement and 



inductiop of beginning teachers, the role of temporary teachet§, local and' national 
--experimefital projects in subject fields, ability grouping, and policy naaking. Com- 
munis relationships involving parent-teacher, conferences, speeches,- nTjeetings, ^ 
'and pa^iel discussions could be improved with ideas discovered in a professional 
library. There, the admimstrator would have immediately at Ijstnd the materials 
helpful in working whft students, teachers, and parents for effective school living. 

The teacfier's liorary is an educational investment which stimulates continu-^ 
ing education on \he part of beginning an4 in-service teachers,. prospective 
teachers, and administrators as they use jts tools for' a better understanding bf tl|^ 
newer approaches to teaching and learning. It 'should be carefully selected, 
centrally located, and easily available to all .teachers: Where one is already in 
existence, it should be strengthened, updifcied, and Improved. Wherenhere is no 
library for teachers', no time should be lost in establishirtg one. If possible,'at least 
sat small library should be located in each school building whefe 'materials will be 
most readily accessible to teachers, administrators, ai}d interested students. It is to 
be hc^ed that in each school system there will also be a well-developed library for 
teachers in the district center to supplement those in individual school buildings. 
, Carefully selected, well-orgapized, and^ffectiveLy used, libraries tor teachers can 
mean well-informed, ^ucattd teachers and administrators— the surest and 
quickest road to our common goal of quality education. ' • -

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ORGANIZATION AND ADMlNISTRAflON 

Size of the Collection • ' * ' ^ ^ 

' A library for tcacWs may comprise s few shelves of bpoks ip a fenaH school^ 
"or thousands of. volumes and other materials serying a large cit^y or schv)oi district.;' 
consequently, the problems of administration vary widely. Selecting, organizing, 
and publicizing materials are processes basii;: to any collection regardless of its 
size or the public it serves.-^ dc^^eloping policies of selection and administrajion 
of materials, the media spHialist must therefore consider what .other libraty 
facilities irt the, area arc available to school personnel. Cle«rly, the media specialist 
in ,the dis^^ict where the board of education library will be the only source of 
professional materials for teachers will fac^ a different situation than will the one , 
in a district where there \\ a nearby city, regional, or university library, 

• • Although the size of the c9llcction will vary according to the. financial means 
of the school and the adequacy of*existin# collectio/is, the following Standards 
develope^ byi^he American'^Library Assoaation are still appropriate and sh6iild 
be used: ' ' „ 

• A basic bo(xk cN^llection l*f 100-1 ,000 titles, depending on size and needs 
of faculty. ' ■ .^^ ' 

^ Subscriptions to 40-50 professional maga^^ines; also an education index. 

• A collection of pamphlets, filmstri'ps, tapes, cassettes, records, slides, 
' curriculum guides, resource ufuts; and other special instructional 
. materials as needed by the faculty members. 

• Annual expepditure for the professional collection (in addition to funds 
allocated for school library * materi^ik), depending on size of faculty 
and availability of ?)lher. professional rhaterials in the community.

No school can pi:ovide dl the information and media needed; therefore, the 
media staff must use interlijjrary loans from other schools, school distril't media 
collections, local public Hbrarie?, college and university libraries, and regional, 
•state, and^national^networks. ^ • 

Ahlers and Morrison found in ^heir stucly rtf 183 districts that all big systems 
offered some kind of reference service tb teachers at the district level. 3#Scrvices 
included the usual loan pf ()rofessional books 'anid periodicals, and in addition, 
"answers to questions received by telephone, irv jjcnrson, or by mail. Some district 
centers, often called curriculum material Qcriters^^^^ck large Collections of refer- 
ence materials on many subjects besides educatSfl^JLp addition to -answ^ring^ 
reference questions that cannot be answered at the focal building Wei, suc'h' 
centers, a^Ssenrtble other' materials to help teachers prepare lessons. Ouanthies of 
films, videotapes, filrpstrips, transparencies, pictures, tapes, kits, units. of study, 
etc. are checked out to all schools in the district. ^

,Pr<)vrsion Tor adequate financing is of-paramount importance in the planning 

^^and development ot the teacher's libfaryr-^tof^ fer thii^pur^e shouldtjfi^^ 
integral part of 'the , regular school budget. The teacher's library'should be con* 
sidered as jmporiant and necessary for a school s^stem^as food and clothing for 
th^ family of ^gasoline for the automobile. There is no more reason to look outside 

, rthe regular Budget for funds to m^ihtain, <bis library than for n^oney to pay 
tjjacheft' salaries or purchase floor wax-. , • ^ 

* . Having accepted the f4ct that ^n aHowan,ce for such libraries sh(|uld be 
included in the regular budget, the school system is faced with such questions as, 
How nauch money should be set aside? How Can money be used for the profes- 

^sional libr^ary when there is not enou^lravailable for libranVs for the pjipils? How 
can exjpenditures for*lhis^purp^se be kept !n proper' bd^nce^with the rest of the 
school needs? Tliese are ajl important questions to vyhich there 'are no^ easy 
answers. / . , . ■ 

The amount of money to be spent will depend very largely 'on tli^ amount 
the district now spends for the pupils* libraries. ItKloes not seem unrecftjonable to 
suggest that the teacher's library' sh(^uld receive an amount peV teacher .equal to 
fjhe amount spent per pupil for libi-arf books in the district. Thus, if a sthool 
spends jll4 per pupil for books for the, school media ^center, an expenditure 6fan\ 

. additiiiJal $800 .annually "for the teacher's' library wqlild justifiable for a 
faculty of 200 teachers. This should be a minimum figure if the library is to be 
maintained at an efficient level. Such a formula would not be out^ balance vyith 
the other demands on the school funds and would not Reduce Hie number of 
books that could he purchayed.for^gupil use, Moreover, it is a flexible plan that 
could'be adapted to the total budget as economic conditfonsv^hange. 
" ' Up tonhis point, ftmds for the maintenance of established libraries for 
Teachers have been considered. Many, if not most, sjchools will be faced .with the 
problehi oi initiating such libraries. This will, of necessity, call for a somewhat 
lafger. expenditure and vtry likely will need to be planned over aj^hree- t6 five- 
year period. It might be that as,muchras ten years would be required for a school 
system to reach full strength in its professiondl Jibrari\ * *, ^ 

It should not be overlooked, in discussing financing, that there arc. supply- 
nnentaf y source! of funds for building up the size of the'book collectfon. Profes- 
sional gift? from individual practition£i;,s woiild not be unwelcome; oarent,group;$ 
n\ight wish' to nitike a c^ntribu.ti()n; and free ^maieri^ls are of^n available, 
especially in pamphlet form^.The important principle to keep in miad, however, is 
that the basic financial support must cortie from the regular Schooj bu^et. Other* 
wise, the teacher^ library^ will be kept in the category iSf a poor refcon or an 
object of charity. Another basic principle is tjiat, before beihg added to the ^ 
collection, all gifts should be evaluated on the same terms as purchased materials.

Getting started 



In situations where there is no functional teacher's library*at the system 
fevel> the means employed to ^et one started will pei*hajf)s have more to do with its 
eventual value than any other one factof. A beautifully organised collection of 
thousands of volumes reposing in splendid isolation from those who peed it is of 
no value* The way in \vhich the library Its fujicdon are perceive^-By teachers, 
administrators, and media' specialists 'is vital {.o its success. This perception can be 
influenced most effectively when th<^,ii]|r|try is first being organiz^ij'Harmful or ' 
erroneous perceptions can be changed later, but pnly ^ith much greater difficul- 

The desirable thing is to have a teacher's library which is recO^ized by the 
teacher as a valuable, usable tool; by tjt^'administrator as a responsibility as wdl' 
asja useful facility vital to a quality pf'o^ara;^nd by the media if^ciallst as aii 
important duty, the value of whicl^ cati4)e judged best by the degree to'which it if 
used by others, even at the risk of loss of organizational efficiency. v 

If the teacher's library is to be effective, careful consideration must be giveii 
to the following points. The library should not be started by the media specialist 
alone, '^or by the adrpinstrator alone, but should result from a discussion of fhe 
need fw such a faciJity by teachers, administrators, and media staff together. If 
teacher^^are invwlycui at^ the point *vhere th^ library is still an idea aud given some 
voice in its organ iza^ioip, location, and compiling, they are mjUch more likely to 
perceive it as 4 familiar to4)l useful to thmp>.,Con^et|uently, they will use it much 
more frequently. * • , . ~ 

The administrator 'should seeythe creation of this'attit^ude toward the library' 
as a significant flutyl-If the administrator has^t^en a partner with the teachers and 
the ^edia specialists' in developing the iiiea* a much healthier attitude will be the 
result.„The administrator carries, in addition, a speciaf Responsibility for arranging 
the adequate financing of the library and 9hbut5l'aU<& ^€^e as the arbiter whqn 

'conflicts arise over its use. . * ^f^' ^ ' % 

The, media specialist, as an educator and a pr<?fes<ltogal ^e'rsbrij should 
perceive the library to be useful and consider duties itfj^ie'l^^her's library to be^ 
equally as important as other duties and ^ould guard against sifi^y tendency to 
view this collection as a poor relation to the ma^n collection. Tin;rtr* should nothe 
begrudged in devclopmg the library or in helping teachers to u«'e 

. Once good attitudes have been developed' toward ftVie library, ^hey should 
not be iillowcd to go unattended. Here are some suggestions that may help pre- 
serve or develop good attitudes: (1) Involve teachers in selection jc)f additions to 
the library, (2) k)cate the collection co'nvj^njently and consid|F^tench collections 
in such places as faculty lounge and depairtmental offices^ (3)^assist teachers to use 
the library and help thefrHBith research problems, (4) keep the, entire operation 
open^to ^suggestions and cmicism, (5), bring'out as frequently as possible lists of 
new acquisitions witK brief annotations, (6) arrange f^^r periodic reviews of books^ 

^ but when reviewing for the entire *staff, pick only timely items of general interest, 
(7) arrange display* and special collections on timely themes, (8) devise a system 
fipr r(uiting certain materials to appropriate staff members, ^9) bring to the atten- 
tion of faculty groups working on a specific problem, e.g.; curriculum^' the avail* 
able rcfcifcnces cm the topic, (10) jf the teacher's library is housed in a central 
place, arraagc for available and adequate time for its use, when teachers may, 

' easily visit and browse through available* materials, (M) circulate traveling (police- 

' tions which may be housed in various schools for a period of time. ,

Use the faculty member as one of the best sources. Admmistrators 
often bring valuable additions to the collection back from cortferences. 
If teachers ^nd admijilstrators are niade aware of the fteed^ they will 
conti-ibuite jworthwhile bibliographies, resource units, outfihes, and 
.other m^eriials which they have u^ed successfully. 
• Process tlhroWgh the library all the new materials whicli individual teach- 
ers and dep^tment heads arc permitted to buy. Then every teacher will 
know what bew materials are available and where they may be found. 

The bibliography presented here can aidv existing teach(ff*s libraries to im- 
prove and (ipdate their collections. For the small school with more limited re- 
sources, it is hoped that it can chart the way 'to a useful beginning teacherV 
library which can grow in value from year to year.
